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Repeal Used Truck Peg, NADA Urges 


MPR 341 is a Failure and Has Created Black Market. OPA is Told: 
Bradley Takes Over Grant’s Sales Supervision with GM; 
Defeat is Scen for Roosevelt’s Labor Draft 


OPA price ceiling on used trucks not 
only have not worked but they as- 
suredly have created a _ nationwide 
black market, David Castles, president 
of the National Automobile Dealers 
Assn., told OPA Administrator Chester Bowles last week, 
and urged its repeal. In a letter to Bowles, Castles said 
that the order first issued in April, 1943, and revised 
in August, fixing ceiling prices for used trucks, had driven 
the business away from established dealers into the hands 
of individuals who were ignoring the ceiling. Figures from 
state motor vehicle departments showed in some states 
that less than 8 percent of truck transfers were going 
through dealers, he said. 


According to Castles, trucks in the black market be- 
tween individuals do not receive the inspection and recon- 
ditioning usually performed by dealers, and this by-passing 
of the dealer due to the ceiling will add to the already 
alarming breakdown of trucks on the highway. Castles 
also declared that many trucks are being stored because 
their owners will not sell them at OPA ceilings, yet are 
unwilling to violate them.

Opposition mounted quickly last week to 
President Roosevelt’s proposal of a labor 
draft as a key point in a broad program 
outlined in his annual message to Con- 
gress. Contingent points in the program 
were a tax law to capture all unreasonable profits, con- 
tinuation of the renegotiation law, a cost-of-food law to 
place a reasonable floor under farm prices and a ceiling 
on retail prices through the use of subsidies, and early 
reenactment of the price-and-wage-fixing law. 


Some saw the action as a political one, with the 
President rolling up all “hot” issues into a ball and tossing 
it in the lap of Congress. It was believed that opponents 
to the measure held an edge in Congress. Labor reacted 
violently, asserting that the proposal would bring slave 
labor. In the auto industry, there was a feeling that pro- 
duction would suffer through such a measure, since drafted 
employes would work less well.

Excess Steel Released 
WASHINGTON. — WPB _eiast 
week removed all restrictions on 
the purchase of steel by dealers 
and warehouses, in an effort to 
move into useful channels a 
considerable portion of excess 
steel that is piling up in hands 
of war contractors.

Dream Car Winks an Eye 
As It’s Laid to Rest 


DETROIT.—Society of Automotive Engineers speakers buried 
the postwar “dream car” and “dream fuel” at the society's annual 
meeting here last week, but found a few dissenters in the person 
of representatives of aluminum, plastic and aircraft companies. 

SAE Vice-President Edgard C. DeSmet, executive engineer of 
Willys-Overland, told a session that the still-unborn brainchild of 
the so-called “air-brush school” of design with its streamlined 
transparency, air-conditioning, luxurious appointments, and a $400 
price tag, is a masterpiece of creative imagery but a manufactur- 
ing impossibility. DeSmet listed costs and properties of suggested 
materials as the chief stumbling block. 

William B. Stout, reasearch engineer for Consolidated, re- 
torted that “if the automobile industry is going to stay in the 
transportation business, it must undertake more research than 
ever before.” L. W. Kempf, of Aluminum Co. of America, pre- 
dicting wide use of five-cent aluminum in postwar cars, replied 
that “there should be no fundamental reason why the fabrica- 
tion costs on an aluminum alloy cylinder block should be par- 
ticularly higher than the cost of producing the same casting 
in iron.” 

Gordon Brown, of Bakelite Corp., declared that “some of the 
suggested adaptations of plastics to new jobs sound impossible, but 
we're doing the impossible every day.” 

“Dream fuels,” giving astounding power and miles per gallon, 
were placed in the category of dreams by D. P. Barnard and R. F. 
Marschner of Standard Oil of Indiana. They predicted that gen- 
eral use of 90-octane gas will not come about before 1960, when 
refining processes have been developed to reduce material loss and 
when engines are in general use that will yield sufficient benefits to 
justify the increased cost of the fuel. 

Chester Ricker predicted that air-cooled engines might have 
greater use in postwar buses and trucks, if cheap aluminum were 
available for their manufacture. He said that aircraft engine 
cooling has been improved 600 percent since the last air-cooled 
Franklin car was produced 12 years ago. 

Two Army ordnance officials, Lieut. Col. B. J. Lemon and Capt. 
J. J. Robson, reported that smaller size GR-S synthetic tires, such 
as 6.00x6, give service of more than 10,000 miles at high speeds 
and under worse conditions than civilians should encounter. They 
said the medium-size synthetic tires have improved to the point of 
giving 10,000 to 18,000 miles of service, but pointed out that syn- 
thetic tires are not as yet as good as crude rubber tires although 
“the gap between the two is decreasing.” 

DeSmet’s talk, based on a concensus of automotive engineers, 
emphasized that short, wide tear-drop design cars are too wide 
for modern highways and garage doors. He also said that rear- 
engine mountings may have advantages but declared that drivers 
have a psychological fear of driving hoodless cars at high speeds. 
He predicted a conservative postwar car with changes coming 
gradually. 

William S. James, chief engineer of Studebaker, was installed 
Wednesday evening as the SAE’s 39th president, succeeding Mac 
Short of Vega Aircraft Corp. A. W. Herrington, of Marmon-Her- 
rington Co., was elected a life member. B. B. Bachman, of Auto- 
car, was elected treasurer, succeeding the late David Beecroft. 
Chief speaker at the annual banquet was Maj. Gen. G. M. Barnes, 
the Army’s “chief engineer,” who exhibited captured war material. 

Gen. Barnes presented to the SAE the Ordnance department’s 
Distinguished Service Award for “outstanding and meritorious 
engineering advisory services in war and peace, in the design, 
manufacture and maintenance of material.” It was the first award 
of its type ever made by Ordnance to any professional society. 


Albert Bradley, executive vice-presi- 
dent of General Motors, last week 
was appointed chairman of the Dis- 
tribution Policy Group with supervi- 
sion over activities comprising the 
distribution staff, which has been under the jurisdiction of 
R. H. Grant, who retired Jan. 15 as vice-president. Bradley 
will assume the new responsibilities in addition to his 
other duties with GM. 

In announcing the appointment, Alfred P. Sloan jr., 
GM chairman, did not say whether Bradley will be the 
permanent successor to Grant, who has been in charge of 
GM sales for 14 years. It is thought, however, that be- 
cause of other corporation duties, Bradley will relinquish 
the distribution chairmanship to a permanent appointee 
later when postwar civilian sales are resumed. Bradley, 
however, has had considerable experience in this end of 
the business, since at one time he was group executive in 
charge of the car, truck and body divisions of GM.

AASHINGTON.—With Congress 
Ack in session again, the interest 
Sf the automotive world will center 


in large measure on the course, the 
fate and the fortunes of the bill 
/ introduced just before the holiday 
/ recess naming the Reconstruction 


for the distribution of surplus post- 
war commodities, a matter of vital 


concern to the motor car dealers 


of the country. 

The proposed legislation is seen 
as embracing tremendous poten- 
tialties for every segment of the 
retail trade, and the attitude of 
the national legislature toward it 
likely will be watched keenly by 
every individual and _ business 
group in that field. 

Introduction of the bill followed 
months of intensive work on the 
problem by the postwar planning 
and legislative committees of the 

National Automobile Dealers Assn. 
These committees, headed by Ar- 
thur Summerfield, of Flint, Mich., 
and W. L. Mallon, of Newark, N. J., 
sought to find a broad plan of 
procedure which would be helpful 
to retail dealers in all trades in 
the United States, and it is known 
that their recommendations to Con- 
gress were productive of wide 
praise because of their fairness. 
The bill, as finally reported, follows 
with but minor exceptions the plan 
they submitted. 

The bill was introduced by Rep. 
Wright Patman, of Texas, at the 
request of the Small Business com- 
mittee, of which he is chairman. 
In introducing the measure both 
Patman and Rep. Charles Halleck, 
of Indiana, ranking Republican 
member of the committee, made 
statements on the floor strongly en- 
dorsing it. The bill was referred 
to the Banking and Currency com- 
mittee. 

Briefly, the measure seeks to 
provide a formula to aid the gov- 
ernment in disposing of surplus 
property without setting up 2a 
maze of complicated rules under 
which the agencies will have to 
operate. 

In addition to the specific man- 
date that the entire monumental 
task of disposing of the many bil- 
lions of surplus merchandise of all 
kinds that will be left over from 
the war, the legislation provides

Riach served through a year of 
many difficulties for the dealers. 
The 1944 officers face a year of 
considerable uncertainty. Reports 
indicate that dealers are in fine 
condition, with service, repair parts 
and maintenance at high levels 
throughout the year. 

Used-car stocks in the Seattle 
area are at very low inventory, due 
to the uncertainty of the used-car 
price ceiling, Riach said. “Stocks 
are very low and dealers are afraid 
to buy,” he stated. “It is not known 
what should be paid for a car, for 
the ceiling price is an unknown 
element. Unless a ‘quickie’ turnover 
is in sight, caution demands inac- 
tion.” 

Estimates are that 1942 automo- 
biles in dealer hands in this area 
total 800. These are due to move 
freely during the coming weeks.

for the creation of a central agency 
to be charged with collecting sur- 
plus materials as well as keeping 
accurate inventories of goods on 
hand. 

In commenting upon the pro- 
posed bill, Patman said that the 
chief aims of his measure are to 
obtain the greatest possible return 
for the taxpayer from the sale of 
goods, to assist in providing em- 
ployment for returning members of 
the armed forces, to secure an even 
flow of goods to those places which 
need them most, and to help re- 
establish retail business which are 
now suffering from a lack of goods. 

Under the measure a central 
committee will be composed of 
the chairman of the board of 
directors of the Defense Supplies 
Corp., as chairman, and the Sec- 

retaries of War, Navy, and 
Treasury and three experienced 
businessmen, who will declare for 
sale all government-owned sur- 
plus goods. 

Actual sales of the material will 
be handled under the direction of 
the RFC, acting in cooperation 
with advisory committees chosen 
from the retail groups represented 
by the surplus goods in question. 
The RFC will be charged with the 
responsibility for getting fair 
prices for goods and shall see to 
it that they are properly dis- 
tributed so as to meet the needs 
of consumers. 

Although the bill gives the RFC 
authority to dispose of surplus ma- 
terial, it does not bind the agency 
with too many inflexible provisions. 
It is confidently believed that the 
RFC, in cooperation with other 
business advisory committees, if 
given plenty of latitude for action, 
can accomplish the objective effec- 
tively. 

The primary reason for select- 
ing the RFC, Patman points out, 
is that the agency is already 
charged with the responsibility 
for disposing of industrial plants 
in which the government has in- 
vestments. The bill, therefore, 
would bring all war materials 
investments of the government 
under one management. 

The measure does not contem- 
plate the creation of a number of 
new bureaus, but rather seeks to 
utilize the existing government 
personnel widely experienced in 
business and finance, aided by ad- 
visory committees from retail busi- 
ness groups. At present goods are 
being sold by junior executives lo- 
cated in more than 100 field offices 
of the different branches of the 
government. According to Patman, 
this is being done without any 
general policy and chiefly by au- 
thority of an executive order. 

The Texas Democrat pointed out

UAW Begins Drawing Up 


Plan for Reconversion 


DETROIT.—While the UAW-CIO 
set out last week on its task of 
drawing up a concrete program 
for members to follow in the re- 
conversion of war plants to auto 
production, Frances Perkins, sec- 
retary of labor, offered Congress a 
blueprint to aid in providing per- 
manent postwar jobs for 60,000,000 
persons. 

Victor Reuther, assistant direc- 
tor of the union’s war-policy 
committee, was instructed to 
gather data and formulate plans 
for the critical period ahead. 

The UAW, it was believed, would 
demand that workers be laid off 
on a seniority basis, and might 
advocate gradual reconversion to 
alleviate unemployment. 

Miss Perkins said that govern- 
ment, industry and labor already 
are devoting thought to postwar 
employment problems. Principal 
basis for industrial recovery, she 
said, would be production by 
private industrialists of goods for 
which there is a pentup need by 
consumers. 

However, she suggested, it might 
be necessary for the government to 
develop at least a temporary pro- 
gram of public works, probably on 
a local basis, because unemploy- 
ment was expected to be spotty 
during the transition period.

Nash Set for Strong Bid

KENOSH, Wis.—Watch Nash go.

The War Production Board, an- 
nouncing last week the revocatio 
of Limitation Order L-123, whic 
restricted the use of these ma- 
terials in automotive valves, sai 
that since additional quantities o 
the metals had become available, 
was possible to place the civilia 
users on the same footing as the 
Army, Navy, Maritime Commissiog 
and War Shipping Board, whiel!

Subsequent reports and recom- 
mendations, one of which may be 
given out this week, will deal with 
government-owned plants and sur- 
plus stocks, and with the actual 
reconversion of war plants to 
peacetime production. 


Meanwhile, on Capitol Hill, the 
Senate’s Postwar Planning com- 
mittee, headed by Senator George 
of Georgia, is about ready to send 
out a tentative report on legisla- 
tive proposals it will recommend 
for handling contract terminations 
and disposal of materials and 
plants. A highlight of this report 
will be a recommendation to pay 
contractors 100 percent of their 
inventory costs immediately upon 
termination of contracts and to 
negotiate settlement of other 
claims. 


The Senate committee also will 
propose classifying war plants 
and machinery, so that it can be 
determined which will be up for 
sale for postwar use by American 
industry and which are to be 
retained by the Army and Navy 
for their own immediate postwar 
use or for future use as military 
and naval reserve implements. 


The George group proposals are 
said to be in the hands of govern- 
ment agencies now for comment. 
and may reach the public in detail 
any day. 

It is said that the Baruch group 
has reached a point advisable to 
appoint the War Production Board 
and the Federal Reserve Board to 
subcommittees. The idea is that 
WPB will help deal with such 
problems as_ reconversion costs, 
while the FRB would aid in de- 
termining policies relating to post- 
war loans. A problem said to be 
confronting the Baruch committee 
and one that also is being studied 
by the Senate group is a shortage 
of warehouse facilities for storing 
government - purchased inventories 
from contractors upon termination 
of war work. Space in camps and 
cantonments is under considera- 
tion. 

The Washington dopesters have 
it that Secretary of Commerce 
Jesse Jones is likely to be an- 
pointed as administrator to handle 
disposal of surplus war materials.

NADA Asks 341’s Repeal 


(Continued from Page 1) 


month, sold only five since the ceiling went into effect. 

The contention of NADA is that the OPA price ceiling 
formula as applied to used trucks here and used cars in 
Hawaii, is not practical. It results only in driving the 
legitimate dealers out of business and establishing black 
markets at no saving to the customer, it is asserted. 
Castles urged Bowles to revoke the used truck ceiling 
because “it is not effective and is leading to an even 
more serious truck breakdown. 

Castles’ letter to Bowles follows: 


“I have read with interest the Data Book for Dealers in Used Com- 
mercial Motor Vehicles, recently released by your office. It is a well 
prepared document and should serve to make Revised Maximum Price 
Regulation 341 clear to dealers. 

“Of particular interest was your letter to dealers which prefaces the 
document. You have laid great stress on the importance of commercial 
vehicles in the war effort, and have very properly pointed out the 
importance of the dealer in maintaining that equipment. You have 
urged dealers to canvass their territories in an effort to induce the 
movement of idle trucks into use and the transfer of vehicles not being 
used for essential work into the hands of those doing essential work. 
This stress and this urging coincide exactly with the dealer’s conception 
of the importance of these used commercial vehicles and the dealer's 
responsibility toward them. 

“I should like to urge upon you, as I have previously urged upon 
Mr. Brownless, and Mr. Slocum, that RMPR 341 itself is preventing 
dealers from performing that function. When I last talked about this 
with Mr. Brownlee I had collected figures from several state motor 
vehicle departments which showed that a very small percentage, in 
several states less than 8 percent of the transfers of used trucks were 
passing through dealers’ hands. Mr. Brownlee said he was thoroughly 
familiar with that situation. It has been stated by you in a standard 
form letter that has been sent to many enquirers that it was your 
understanding that this was not due to the operation of 341, but was 
due to the fact that dealers ordinarily acquire used commercial ve- 
hicles in trade on the sale of new ones, and with the strict rationing 
of new commercial vehicles there were few trades due to the fact that 
purchase certificates were seldom issued to anyone who had a truck. 
This is true as a comparison between 1942-43 and 1941 and earlier, but 
it is not true as a comparison between 1943 and 1942. In 1942 dealers 
were buying used trucks for cash and reselling them. This has not 
been possible since the imposition of the used truck price ceiling. There 
is abundant proof of these statements which we will be glad to submit 
to you. 

“By not being able to purchase used trucks at the “as is” ceiling 
as the owner is unwilling to part with his truck at that price, the 
dealer is not able to perform the preventive maintenance, and his 
loss of profit from dealing in used trucks is weakening his position to 
stay in business to be available to perform the repair service after 
the vehicle has broken down. The fact that vehicles are sold by owners 
who have refused to sell them to dealers after having been informed 
of the ceiling price, is clear evidence of the fact that the sales are not 
in conformity to the price ceiling. It is easier for an owner to sell to 
a dealer than to another individual, by reason of the certificate re- 
quirement, and there could be no other inducement to seek out an 
individual buyer than a greater price than the dealer is permitted to 
pay under the ceiling. 

“We are in full agreement on the importance of having used trucks 
employed in their most efficient and essential manner. We are con- 
vinced that RMPR 341 is not controlling prices in the great majority 
of transfers, and we do feel that it is seriously hampering the desired 
transfer and maintenance. We, therefore, earnestly urge you to revoke 
RMPR 341 until some method of accomplishing the desired ends can 
be found. As between the alternative of an ineffectual regulation which 
is hampering the transportation problem, and the removal of that 
regulation with the payment of the same prices that now prevail in the 
great majority of sales but with the proper trade channels functioning 
rage with maintenance being performed, we believe that your choice 
is clear. 

“We are sympathetic with the earnest effort that your office has 
made to deal with this problem, but we believe that the experience 
is clear that this problem cannot be solved through price regulation 
and the attendant evils under the present regulation far outweigh any 
inflation danger.”

A Chicago survey, conducted by the 
Office of Defense Transportation, 
showing that manpower shortage has 
rendered 942 trucks of 753 for-hire 
carriers idle in Illinois, Wisconsin and 
Indiana, brought action last week from Col. Paul G. Arm- 
strong, Illinois director of the Selective Service System.
